linked to Chinese nationals 
"might take action that threa¬ 
tens to impair the national se¬ 
curity of the United States," 
Obama said in his order. 

It blocked Ralls's purchase 
of the Lower Ridge Windfarm, 
High Plateau Windfarm, Mule 
Hollow Windfarm and Pine 
City Windfarm. Ralls is incor¬ 
porated in Delaware, but con¬ 
trolled by Chinese citizens 
through the Sany Group, ac¬ 
cording to US officials. 

The wind farm sites are all 
within or in the vicinity of re¬ 
stricted air space at Naval 
Weapons Systems Training Fa¬ 
cility Boardman in Oregon. 

Obama made the decision 
based on the recommendation 
of the Committee on Foreign 
Investment in the United 
States, a secretive inter-agency 
panel that reviews foreign ac¬ 
quisitions with a po- tential im¬ 
pact on national security. 

"The president's action 
demonstrates the administra¬ 
tion's commitment to protect¬ 
ing national security while 
maintaining the United States' 
longstanding policy on open 
investment," according to the 
Treasury statement.

According to Flanegin, the 
project to be constructed on the 
premises of EPI will consist of 
4 parts. The first part of the 
project is where students will 
learn the different technologi¬ 
cal aspects of solar panels. The 
second part will be a simula¬ 
tion of different angles of 
roofs. Part three will consist of 
two roof portions on a metal 
frame to teach students how to 
install solar panels for different 
types of roofs, such as panel 
roofs or shingle roofs. The 
fourth part of the project will 
be an electric box which will 
enable the student to learn the 
entire process of the installa¬ 
tion of solar panels, from the 
installation on a roof up to the 
electrical connection for a 
house. The project is expected 
to be in place and ready for the 
school’s use for students by 
mid October, according to 
Flanegin.

ORANJESTAD — In a packed 
conference hall at the Westin 
Resort more than 340 persons 
convened for Aruba’s Drug 
Addiction Conference. Experts 
and stakeholders working in 
the field of drug addiction and 
management have come to¬ 
gether to discuss the state and 
development of drug addiction 
on Aruba. Numerous presenta¬ 
tions and lectures were pre¬ 
sented with the latest deve¬ 
lopments and techniques for 
dealing with this world-wide 
problem.

Pessimism about the future of the 
Netherlands rises to record levels

Seven out of 10 people in the 
Netherlands are pessimistic 
about the future, the highest 
figure recorded since records 
began in 2008, according to 
the latest quarterly report on 
the state of the nation by the 
government’s socio-cultural 
advisory group SCP. 

At the same time, half the 
population now thinks the 
economy will not get any 
worse, up from just 30% in 
the first quarter of this year. 
And just four out of 10 think 
politicians are doing a good 
enoughjob. 

The research was carried 
out in July and is based on the 
responses of nearly 1,200 
people. 

SCP researcher Paul Dek- 
ker said the low confidence is 
due to the collapse of the cab¬ 
inet in April. 'People felt that 
nothing was being done to 
solve the economic crisis. We 
were about to have the fifth 
election in 10 years and that 
is not good for public confi¬ 
dence.’ 

Now the elections have 
been held and Labour and 


VVD are in talks on forming 
a new government, T expect 
confidence in politicians to 
grow,’ Dekker said. 

The new report also shows 
healthcare and care of the 
elderly have overtaken crime 
and immigration as 'national 
problems’. 

Almost two-thirds of the 
people questioned said the 
new cabinet should make 
cuts to get the government’s 
finances under control. At the 
same time, people have little 
idea about how much money 


is spent on what. 

For example, most people 
think education and healthcare 
have been the subject of heavy 
cuts in the past, which is not 
the case. And many people 
think slashing spending on 
development aid and culture - 
which account for just a small 
part of government spending 
- will do the trick. 

Some even suggest cutting 
€20bn from the aid and arts 
budgets - when total spending 
is only around €7bn, the 
Volkskrant points out.

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Third payment due date for land tax 
is Monday! 


ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
Tax Office has issued its publi¬ 
cation informing the general 
public of the due date for the 
third payment of all local land 
taxes. The official due date is 
September 30, 2012; however, 
because this date falls on a Sun¬ 
day, they have moved the due 
date up to Monday, October 1 st. 

Invoices for 2012 land taxes 
are dated July 27, 2012 and 
persons can choose to pay the 
amount in full or in increments 
of four. According to the law, 
the first and second due period 
is one month after receiving the 
bill, which was August 27th, 
2012. The third and fourth pay 
periods fall on September 30, 
2012 and December 31, 2012. 
For the third payment, clients 
are required to pay 25% of the 
invoiced amount. So that by 
October 1st, the client must 
have paid 75% of the invoiced 
bill. This is for those clients 
who do not have a special pay¬ 


ment arrangement with the Tax 
Office. 

Payment Arrangement: 

Those having financial dif¬ 
ficulty can request a special 
payment arrangement for a 12 
month payment plan. For a 
payment plan longer than 12 
months will require the consid¬ 
eration and approval of one of 
the tax specialists at the Tax 
Office. 

Possible Restitution: 

In the event the client is ex¬ 
pecting restitution from a pre¬ 
vious payment, and wishes to 
credit this to his outstanding 
invoice, the following condi¬ 
tions apply: 

1. he must submit a written 
petition with a calculation of 
what will be the size of the ex¬ 
pected restitution 

2. he must have submitted 
all income tax return forms up 
to and including 2011 


This petition will be duly 
evaluated and if honored, the 
client will pay the invoice 
when the definite income tax 
returns invoice is issued show¬ 
ing that there will be restitu¬ 
tion. In such case the 
restitution will be deducted 
from the land tax invoice. 

In the event of non-payment: 

In the event a client does 
not pay according to the time 
line or does not pay the re¬ 
quired amount, the Tax Office 
may insist full payment be 
made immediately after the 
payment due date. Hence, it is 
important to make payment in 
accordance with the law. This 
will prevent any unnecessary 
inconveniences.

Clinton unveils $45 million 
in new aid for Syria 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US Sec¬ 
retary of State Hillary Clinton 
yesterday unveiled a total of 
$45 million dollars in new 
funding for humanitarian aid 
and to help the civilian opposi¬ 
tion in Syria. 

Some $30 million will go 
towards aid, bumping up the 
total US funding for humani¬ 
tarian relief to $130 million 
with a further $15 million for 
the civilian Syrian opposition, 
she told a meeting of the 
Friends of Syria. 

"Today I am announcing an 
additional 30 million dollars to 
help get food, water, blankets, 
critical medical services to the 
people suffering under the re¬ 
lentless assaults," Clinton told 
the meeting. 

"Today I am also announc¬ 
ing an additional $15 million 
to support Syrian civilian op¬ 


position groups, bringing out 
total support to the unarmed 
opposition to almost $45 mil¬ 
lion." 

The talks were attended by 
nine Syrian activists, who have 
been working with local coor¬ 
dination committees in cities 
such as Homs, in a bid to help 
civilians caught up in the 18- 
month conflict which has left 
some 30,000 people dead. 

Some of them had traveled 
from within Syria to New York 
to spell out to leaders of about 
two dozen countries — out of 
the 90 nations which make up 
the group — what their needs 
are. 

Washington, however, 
stuck by its insistence that it 
will not bow to calls to arm the 
rebels, fearing it will further 
complicate the situation on the 
ground. 


US takes Iran opposition 
group off terror list 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - The 
United States yesterday re¬ 
moved an Iranian opposition 
group based abroad, the Peo¬ 
ple’s Mujahedeen of Iran, from 
its blacklist of designated ter¬ 
ror groups after years of in¬ 
tense lobbying. 

The move, ending a com¬ 
plex legal battle fought 
through US and European 
courts, came just days ahead of 
an October 1 deadline set by a 
US appeals court by which 
Secretary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton had to decide on the fate of 
the group. 

"The secretary of state has 
decided, consistent with the 
law, to revoke the designation 
of the Mujahedeen-e-Khalq 
(MEK) and its aliases as a Fo¬ 
reign Terrorist Organization 
(FTO) under the Immigration 
and Nationality Act and to 
delist the MEK as a Specially 
Designated Global Terrorist 
under Executive Order 
13224," the State Department 
said in a statement. 

"Property and interests in 
property in the United States or 
within the possession or con¬ 


trol of US persons will no 
longer be blocked, and US en¬ 
tities may engage in transac¬ 
tions with the MEK without 
obtaining a license." 

The MEK, whose leadership 
is based in Paris, has invested 
much money and years of in¬ 
tense lobbying to be taken off 
the list. 

The leftwing group was 
founded in the 1960s to oppose 
the shah of Iran, and after the 
1979 Islamic revolution that 
ousted him it took up arms 
against Iran's clerical rulers. 

The MEK says it has now 
laid down its arms and is wor¬ 
king to overthrow the Islamic 
regime in Tehran through 
peaceful means. 

But in its note about delist¬ 
ing the MEK, the State Depart¬ 
ment stressed that it had not 
forgotten the group's militant 
past. 

The opposition People's 
Mujahedeen of Iran welcomed 
yesterday's US decision and 
vowed to step up its interna¬ 
tional campaign against the 
Tehran regime. 


US: Libya attackers had links to Al-Qaeda 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US intelligence community 
said yesterday that a deadly as¬ 
sault on a US consulate in 
Libya was a planned attack 
linked to Al-Qaeda, though it 
stressed that "many unan¬ 
swered questions" remained. 

"We do assess that some of 
those involved were linked to 
groups affiliated with, or sym¬ 
pathetic to Al-Qaeda," Director 
of National Intelligence 
spokesman Shawn Turner said 
in a statement.

This week, both Defense 
Secretary Leon Panetta and the 
top US diplomat Hillary Clin¬ 
ton called the assault a "terrorist 
attack," with the Pentagon chief 
also suggesting that it took days 
for the US government to con¬ 
clude extremists had launched 
an orchestrated assault. 

"As we learned more about 
the attack, we revised our ini¬ 
tial assessment to reflect new 
information indicating that it 
was a deliberate and organized 
terrorist attack carried out by 


extremists," Turner explained. 

Some Republican lawmak¬ 
ers have alleged that the Obama 
administration knew almost im¬ 
mediately afterward that Al- 
Qaeda was involved in the 
Benghazi attack, which killed 
the US ambassador to Libya 
and three other Americans. 

But Turner stressed that de¬ 
spite "progress" made in the 
investigation, "there remain 
many unanswered questions. 

On Thursday, Panetta said it 
was too soon to say whether Al- 
Qaeda or Al-Qaeda-linked 
groups had a role in the incident.

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US: Syria has 
moved some 
chemical 
weapons 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Syrian regime has moved 
some chemical weapons to 
safeguard the material as it 
wages war against rebel forces 
but the main storage sites for 
its arsenal remain secure, US 
Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta said yesterday. 

"There has been some intel¬ 
ligence that with regards to 
some of these sites there has 
been some movement ...in 
order for the Syrians to better 
secure the chemicals," Panetta 
told a joint news conference 
with his Canadian counter¬ 
part. "We still believe, based on 
what we know and what we’re 
monitoring, that the principal 
sites remain secure," he said. 

Asked if rebel forces had 
gotten their hands on some 
chemical stockpiles, Panetta 
said: "I don’t have any specific 
information about the opposi¬ 
tion and whether or not they’ve 
obtained some of this or how 
much they’ve maintained." 

Syria’s chemical weapons 
stockpile dates back to the 
1970s and are the largest in the 
Middle East, but its precise 
scope remains unclear. 

The regime has said it 
might use its chemical wea¬ 
pons if attacked by outside 
countries, although not against 
its own people. 

Last month French Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande 
warned that the use of chemi¬ 
cal weapons by the Syrian 
regime would provide a legiti¬ 
mate cause for a foreign inter¬ 
vention. 

The German magazine Der 
Spiegel reported Monday that 
the Syrian army has tested a 
chemical weapons delivery 
system, firing shells at a re¬ 
search center in its northwest¬ 
ern desert region. 

Iranian officers, believed to 
be members of the Revolution¬ 
ary Guards, were flown in by 
helicopter for the testing, ac¬ 
cording to witness statements 
cited by the magazine.

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Iran's foreign minister yester¬ 
day demanded that the UN Se¬ 
curity Council act against the 
countries that killed Iranian 
nuclear scientists and launched 
cyber-attacks against its 
atomic research. 

Without naming Israel or 
the United States, which Iran 
has accused over the killings of 
four scientists, Foreign Minis¬ 


ter Ali Akbar Salehi said Iran 
had been a victim of "nuclear 
terrorism." 

Salehi said the Security 
Council, which has passed four 
rounds of sanctions against 
Iran's uranium enrichment, 
should stop using nuclear 
weapons fears "as a pretext to 
act as a legislative body." 

The council should "utilize 
its authority to act against 


those states undertaking cyber 
attacks and sabotage in the 
peaceful nuclear facilities and 
kill nuclear scientists of other 
countries," Salehi told a UN 
General Assembly meeting on 
nuclear terrorism. 

The United States has de¬ 
nied involvement in the killings 
of four Iranian scientists since 
2010. Israel has refused to 
comment on the killings. 


According to US media, the 
United States and Israel were 
behind the Stuxnet computer 
virus which temporarily crip¬ 
pled Iran's uranium enrichment 
at its Natanz plant. 

Salehi's comments came 
one day after Israel's Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
called on the international 
community to set a "clear red 
line" against Iran acquiring a 


nuclear bomb. 

He said Iran had 70 percent 
of the necessary uranium for a 
bomb and warned that at the 
current pace of enrichment, the 
Islamic republic could have 
nearly all the material needed 
to create a first bomb by next 
summer. 

Salehi reaffirmed Iran's de¬ 
nials that it seeks an atomic 
weapon.

Fitch affirms Britain's AAA 
credit rating, negative 
outlook 


Spain says stricken banks need 
59 bn euros 


PARIS (AFP) - Fitch Ratings 
yesterday maintained Britain's 
"AAA" credit rating with a 
negative outlook, warning that 
weak economic growth was in¬ 
creasing the likelihood of a 
downgrade. 

Fitch said "weaker than ex¬ 
pected growth and fiscal out¬ 
turns in 2012 have increased 
pressure on the UK's 'AAA' 
rating". 

With Fitch estimating that 
Britain's debt in 2015-2016 
may approach 100 percent of 
gross domestic product (GDP), 
the limit for a top "AAA" rat¬ 
ing "the likelihood of a down¬ 
grade has therefore increased." 

It said the negative outlook 
reflects Britain's "very limited 
fiscal space, at the 'AAA' level, 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Bank of 
America, struggling to recover 
from the 2008 financial crisis, 
said yesterday it has agreed to 
pay $2.43 billion to settle a 
class-action lawsuit tied to its 
Merrill Lynch takeover. 

The bank said the payment 
would be to settle the lawsuit 
that was filed in 2009 "on be¬ 
half of investors who pur¬ 
chased or held Bank of 
America securities at the time 


to absorb further adverse eco¬ 
nomic shocks in light of the 
UK's elevated debt levels and 
uncertain growth outlook." 

Fitch had put Britain's rating 
on negative outlook, or subject 
to downgrade, in March. 

Given the uncertainties of 
the fiscal and economic projec¬ 
tions Fitch said it did not ex¬ 
pect to resolve its negative 
outlook on Britain's rating until 
2014. 

However it warned a down¬ 
grade would be likely if 
Britain's medium-term growth 
outlook worsens, there were 
indications that government 
debt would exceed 100 percent 
of GDP, or an easing of fiscal 
policy that pushes back a re¬ 
duction in debt levels.

Releasing an audit of the 
banking system, the Spanish 
government said lenders may 
only need to borrow 40 billion 
euros from the eurozone, far 
below the maximum on offer 
of 100 billion euros. 

The audit of the top 14 
banking groups, warmly wel¬ 
comed by the European Union 
and International Monetary 
Fund, is seen on the markets as 
one of the final acts before 
Madrid likely requests a sove¬ 
reign bailout. 

"The loan is likely to be 
added to Spain's national debt 
making them liable if the 
banks are unable to repay, so 
the reaction in the market is 


opting for a settlement "to 
eliminate the uncertainties, 
burden and expense of further 
protracted litigation." 

The settlement agreement 
also provides for some gover¬ 
nance improvements, including 
conducting an annual "say-on- 
pay" vote by shareholders. 

The settlement depends on 
court approval.

The final amount borrowed 
from the eurozone could thus 
be about one-third lower, or 
"about 40 billion euros," junior 
economy minster Fernando 
Jimenez Latorre told a news 
conference. 

The figures reflect the 
depth of the damage from a 
2008 property market crash 
that left Spanish banks stagger¬ 
ing under mountains of bad 
loans, resulting in a credit 


shortage in the Spanish econ¬ 
omy. 

Seven of the banks, which 
include Santander, the biggest 
in the eurozone by market 
value, had no need of extra 
money to survive a "very ad¬ 
verse scenario" with three 
years of heavy losses, it said. 

"The results confirm that 
the Spanish banking sector is 
mostly solvent and viable, 
even in an extremely adverse 
and highly unlikely macroeco¬ 
nomic setting," the report said. 

Of 14 banking groups ex¬ 
amined, which account for 
about 90 percent of the finan¬ 
cial system's assets, rescued 
lender Bankia had the greatest 
capital needs, estimated at 24.7 
billion euros. 

The audit came a day after 
Spain announced a tight 
budget for 2013, which 
squeezes out 39 billion euros 
in austerity measures, sparing 
only retirement pensions, to 
rein in the public deficit. 

Jean-Claude Juncker, head 
of the group of eurozone fi¬ 
nance ministers, said he was 
"comforted" by the result of 
the audit, which showed the 
eurozone loan would be "more 
than adequate."

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Cricket: Pakistan, Australia 
win in World T20

COLOMBO (AFP) - Umar 
Gul and Shane Watson shone 
brightly under lights to steer 
Pakistan and Australia to im¬ 
portant wins in the Super 
Eights round of the World 
Twenty20 on Friday. 

Gul turned an unlikely hero 
with the bat as Pakistan, chas¬ 
ing South Africa's modest 133- 
6 , survived a middle-order 
collapse to win by two wickets 
with two balls to spare in a 


thrilling group two match. 

Watson grabbed 3-34 and 
struck 72 off 42 balls to lift 
power-packed Australia to an 
emphatic nine-wicket win over 
India in the second match of 
the double-header in Colombo. 

Gul, a medium-pacer who 
averaged under 10 with the bat 
in Twenty20 internationals, 
smashed two fours and three 
sixes in his 32 off 17 balls after 
Pakistan had slumped to 76-7 


in the 15th over. 

Gul and Umar Akmal, who 
remained unbeatebn on 43, 
combined to share a match¬ 
winning partnership of 49 in 
27 balls. 

"We were lucky to get 
there," said Pakistan captain 
Mohammad Hafeez. "There 
were a few bad shots early in 
the innings but in the end it 
was a great team effort. 

Watson, who was adjudged 
man of the match for the third 
consecutive match, shared an 
opening stand of 133 with 
David Warner (63 not out) as 
Australia eased past India's 
140-7 in the 15th over. 

Warner smashed three sixes 
and seven boundaries and Wat¬ 
son plundered seven sixes and 
two fours in a batting treat for 
a sell-out crowd of 35,000 at 
the Premadasa stadium. 

The pair treated the Indian 
bowlers with disdain as 
Warner lofted Harbhajan 
Singh for two successive sixes 
and Watson hit leg-spinner 
Piyush Chawla for two sixes in 
his first over. 

When seamer Irfan Pathan 
came on to bowl the 10th over, 
Watson greeted him with a se¬ 
quence of 6, 6 and 4 to bring 
up Australia's 100 in the same 
over. 

Watson fell in the 14th over 
when just eight more runs 
were needed for victory, 
caught in the covers off Yuvraj 
Singh. 

Watson's match-winning 
display followed his 51 and 3- 
26 against Ireland and 41 not 
out and 2-29 in the second 
game against the West Indies. 

"The last couple of games 
have been pretty good," the 
31-year-old Watson said. "It's 
nice when things come to¬ 
gether like this. 

India captain Mahendra 
Singh Dhoni said his team 
needed to analyse what went 
wrong in their opening Super 
Eights match. 

"We got off to a good start, 
but lost quick wickets. And we 
were not in a good situation to 
cash in," he said. "We were 
about 20 runs short." 

Dhoni said the brief 10- 
minute stoppage for rain at the 
start of Australia's innings cost 
his team the game. 

"Rain just came at the 
wrong time," he said. "A wet 
ball is not good for spinners. 
That was the main reason we 
lost. It is important to look at 
what mistakes we made. 

In the next round of 
matches on Sunday, Australia 
take on South Africa and India 
clash with Pakistan at the same 
venue. 


GAZA CITY (AFP) - The 
Hamas rulers of Gaza called 
Friday for a media boycott of 
next month's Barcelona-Real 
Madrid derby if the Catalan 
club goes ahead with plans to 
welcome Israeli soldier Gilad 
Shalit to the game. 

The Palestinian Islamist 
group, which held Shalit cap¬ 
tive for more than five years 
until his release in a prisoner 
exchange in October last year, 
said his attendance at the game 
on October 7 would be offen¬ 
sive. 

"FC Barcelona's invitation 
to the criminal Shalit so they 
can pay homage to him is an 
offence to sentiments of the 
Palestinian people and to Arab 
and Muslims because Shalit is 
an Israeli soldier who was on a 
tank taking part in the killing 
of Palestinian civilians when 


he was captured (in 
2006),"Hamas spokesman 
Sami Abu Zuhri said. 

"We urged FC Barcelona to 
cancel the invitation." 

In a statement posted on its 
website on Thursday, the club 
denied that it had invited the 
Israeli former captive, insisting 
it had merely agreed to a re¬ 
quest from the keen football 
fan to attend the game. 

It said that in the face of 
protests by pro-Palestinian 
groups, it had also invited both 
Palestinian federation chief 
Jibril Rajub and footballer 
Mahmud Sarsak, who was 
freed in July after nearly three 
years held without charge in 
Israel, as well as the Palestin¬ 
ian envoy to Spain. 

But Sarsak told AFP on Fri¬ 
day he had yet to receive the 
invitation. 


Twins release infielder 
Nishioka 



MINNEAPOLIS (AFP) - Japanese infielder Tsuyoshi Nish¬ 
ioka was released on Friday by the Minnesota Twins after 
a disappointing year with one season remaining on his 
Major League Baseball contract. The 28-year-old Osaka 
native was dropped for a $250,000 buyout to avoid play¬ 
ing him $3 million next season in the final year of a deal 
signed in 2010. Nishioka, who helped Japan win the 2006 
World Baseball Classic, suffered a broken leg in a colli¬ 
sion with New York Yankees outfielder Nick Swisher after 
only playing 68 games in the 2011 season. Nishioka, who 
had batted .226 with 19 runs batted in and 14 runs scored 
before the injury, went hitless in three at-bats for the 
Twins this season and spent most of the season with 
their top developmental team, hitting .258 with two home 
runs and 34 runs batted in over 101 games.

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NBAs Back to work for Heat 
as training camp opens 


MIAMI (AFP) - Defending 
NBA champion Miami returns 
to work today for pre-season 
training camp, with star Le- 
Bron James coming off a gold 
medal effort at the London 
Olympics and two top team¬ 
mates coming off injuries. 

Last June, the Heat captured 
their first NBA crown since 
obtaining James two years ear¬ 
lier, James finally winning his 
long-awaited first NBA title. 
Then he added Olympic gold. 
But that has not quenched his 
desire for success. 

Now the Heat have added 
37-year-old guard Ray Allen, 
the all-time NBA leader in 3- 
point shots, and veteran for¬ 
ward Rashard Lewis to a 
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championship roster. 

"We can be better than we 
were this past season," James 
said. "We have the potential to 
be a lot better. That is scary." 

The Heat will visit China 
for pre-season games against 
the Los Angeles Clippers at 
Beijing on November 11 and 
Shanghai three days later as 
part of the preparation for the 
November 30 season opener 
against visiting Boston. 

James matched Michael Jor¬ 
dan as the only players in 
NBA history to win an NBA 
title, Olympic gold and be 
named the NBA regular-sea¬ 
son and NBA Finals Most 
Valuable Player (MVP) in the 
same year. 

"I don't think about what the 
other greats have accom¬ 
plished. I have to make my 
own name," James said. "As 
far as legacy, I can't think 
about that. I've got a lot of bas¬ 
ketball left to play." 

James could become only 


the fifth player in NBA history 
to win at least four NBA sea¬ 
son MVP awards if he can lead 
the Heat to the sort of season 
players are expecting. 

James won Olympic gold 
only six weeks ago and began 
Olympic training camp only a 
week after claiming the NBA 
crown, so fatigue could be a 
factor. 

But James said that despite 
his busy schedule, he has no 
doubt he will be the best 
player on the court every time 
he suits up for the heat this 
season. 

Once the campaign kicks 
into gear, the Heat will try to 
match the Los Angeles Lakers 
as the only team in the past 
decade to win back-to-back 
NBA titles. 

Wade and center-forward 
Chris Bosh were supposed to 
have played alongside James 
at London but injuries suffered 
during the intense playoff run 
kept them off the team. 


Formula One's Hamilton to 
join Mercedes team in 2013 



Former champion Lewis Hamilton will move to Formula 
One's Mercedes team next year from McLaren, leaving 
seven-time champion Michael Schumacher without a 
confirmed ride in 2013. Separately, Formula One an¬ 
nounced its 2013 schedule that includes two U.S. races: 
The inaugural Grand Prix of America at Port Imperial in 
New Jersey on June 16, and the U.S. Grand Prix in 
Austin, Texas, on Nov. 17. Hamilton signed a three-year 
contract with Mercedes. The British driver, who won the 
2008 championship, is fourth in this year's title stand¬ 
ings. 


Watson and Simpson 
crush Lawrie and Hanson 



CHICAGO (AFP) - Bubba 
Watson and Webb Simpson 
scored a crushing 5 and 4 win 
over Europeans Paul Lawrie 
and Peter Hanson in the first of 
Friday afternoon's Ryder Cup 
fourballs. 

Poor putts from the Euro¬ 
pean pair allowed the Ameri¬ 
cans to win the first two holes 
and when Simpson sunk an 
18-footer for birdie at the 
fourth they were already on 
the way at three up. 

The situation became even 
more dire for Lawrie and Han¬ 
son as birdies from Watson 


won the sixth, seventh and 
eighth to put the Americans a 
stunning six up. 

At that stage they had 
birdied seven of the first eight 
holes, the exception being the 
second, and they won that 
with a par. 

It was nearly seven up by 
the turn, but Simpson's birdie 
putt slipped by. 

It was a lost cause for 
Lawrie and Hanson down the 
back nine, although they 
managed to stay out on the 
course a while longer with a 
birdie from the 43-year-old 
Scot at the 11th. 

The coup de grace came at 
the 14th hole when Watson 
was the executioner as the 
Americans finished at 10 
under par. 

Watson, whose caddie urged 
the crowd to make noise as he 
hit his tee-shot at the first, was 
winning his second Ryder Cup 
cap, while US Open champion 
Simpson was one of four rook¬ 
ies in the US team. 

Scotland's Lawrie was back 
in the Europe team for a sec¬ 
ond cap, 13 years after win¬ 
ning his first, and was playing 
for the first time with Swede 
Hanson, a second time Ryder 
Cupper.

NFL; Ravens dump Browns as regular referees 
return 


BALTIMORE (AFP) - Joe 
Flacco ran for one touchdown 
and threw for another to lead 
Baltimore over Cleveland 23- 
16 on Thursday as regular 
NFF union referees returned 


to work to a pre-game stand¬ 
ing ovation. 

Four nights after Baltimore 
edged New England on a last- 
second field goal and three 
nights after replacement refer¬ 


ees botched a controversial 
last-play call to decide a game, 
American football returned to 
normal. 

The Ravens stretched their 
home win streak to 13 games, 


the NFF’s longest current run, 
and improved to 3-1 by stop¬ 
ping a late threat from winless 
Cleveland. 

"With the wisdom we have 
and the young players we are 
adding into our defense, 3-1 is 
huge after the first quarter (of 
the season)," Ravens line¬ 
backer Ray Fewis said. 

Union referees whistled 
penalties for the first time fol¬ 
lowing three weeks of replace¬ 
ment officials before the 
league and the referees' union 
agreed to a new eight-year 
contract on Wednesday night 
to end a lockout that began in 
June. 

Gene Steratore, beginning 
his 10th NFF season as a ref¬ 
eree, and each person in a six- 
man crew that averaged 10 
years of experience tipped his 
cap to the crowd as the offi¬ 
cials walked onto the field to 
cheers, a rare treat for them. 

Their return came after a 
poor call by replacements on 
the last play of the game gave 
Seattle a Monday victory over 
Green Bay, sparking criticism 
that even had US President 
Barack Obama calling for an 
end to the lockout. 

"We're sorry to have put 
fans through that," NFF com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell said. 

The first penalty against the 
home side came 3:42 into the 
game and sparked the usual 
chorus of boos at the referees, 
one fan's sign noting, "We're 
glad we can boo the real refs." 

Ravens' supporters spent 
much of their time cheering 
despite Baltimore becoming 
the first NFF team since 1939 
to play four games in only 18 
days. 

Flacco scored on a 1-yard 
touchdown run 5:07 into the 
third quarter but the Browns 
pulled within 16-10 on a 51- 
yard Phil Dawson field goal. 

Baltimore's Cary Williams 
intercepted a Brandon Weeden 
pass to the left sideline and re¬ 
turned the ball 63 yards for a 


touchdown to give the Ravens 
a 23-10 lead with 15 seconds 
remaining in the third quarter. 

Dawson kicked field goals 
of 50 and 52 yards to pull 
Cleveland within 23-16 and 
the Browns drove from their 
10-yard line to the Ravens' 33 
in the dying seconds but were 
unable to deliver a tying 
touchdown. 

The Ravens opened the 
scoring 2:03 into the second 
quarter on Flacco's 18-yard 
touchdown pass to Torrey 
Smith. 

Smith played for the sec¬ 
ond time since his brother, 
Tevin Jones, was killed in a 
motorcycle crash last Sunday 
morning. Jones' funeral will 
be today. 

The Browns, who along 
with New Orleans are the only 
winless teams in the NFF, fell 
to 0-4. Going back to last sea¬ 
son, the Browns have dropped 
10 games in a row, 13 of 14 
overall. They have lost nine in 
a row to the Ravens. 

The NFF's three unde¬ 
feated teams after three games 

— the Atlanta Falcons, Arizona 
Cardinals and Houston Texans 

— each play at home on Sun¬ 
day against foes who have lost 
two of their first three games. 

The Falcons will play host 
to Carolina while Arizona en¬ 
tertains Miami and Houston 
will meet Tennessee. 

And the Green Bay Pack¬ 
ers, 1-2, will try to bounce 
back from the last-play loss at 
Seattle when they play host to 
New Orleans. 

Sunday's other games find 
New England at Buffalo, San 
Diego at Kansas City, Min¬ 
nesota at Detroit, Seattle at St. 
Fouis, San Francisco at the 
New York Jets, Cincinnati at 
Jacksonville, Oakland at Den¬ 
ver, Washington at Tampa Bay 
and the New York Giants at 
Philadelphia. 

Chicago will face Dallas on 
Monday. Indianapolis and 
Pittsburgh are idle.
